THE NEW CITY TAXES. 


In order to keep the property tax rate down to 
forty mills, the City Council on Monday adopted 
recommendations by the Commissioners : 

To levy a tax on renters to the amount of five 
per cent. of the rent paid; 

To issue sinking fund debentures to take care 


7 of annual instalments on school debentures ; 


To request the Public School Board to eut ex 
penditure, and raise revenue by charging fees for 
attendance at high and technical schools. 

A fourth proposal, to reduce the estimates by 
upwards of $12,000, was laid over. If that is done, 
it is said, the objective will be attained, of making 
up the $177,000 difference between the proposed 
expenditure and the revenue derivable from the 
present sources. ‘ 

But Council went beyond this and decided to 
impose a tax on automobiles of $10 per vear. The 
necessity of that is not apparent. Having put a 
tax on tenants, and thereby balanced the budget 
without inereasing the rate on the property own 
er, why hit both of them with a tax on automo 
biles? The net result of that is not retrenchment, 
nor the lightening of the tax burden, nor the 
equalization of taxes. It is a direct increase in 
taxation, over and above the amount that seems 
to be required to make ends meet and keep the 
tax rate down to last year’s figure. The present 
Council, it is due to recall, was elected to reduce 
the amount of taxation, not to raise it

CHANGE IN CONDITIONS 
| University ws ofessor 
| Traces Building Changes 
as Life Is Refined 


| BERKELEY, Calif., March 24. 
(By Mail)—-Social conditions in a 
country may be read in its type of 
arcritecture, it has been pointed out 
by Professor W. C. Hays, of the de- 
partment of architecture in the Uni- 
versity of California 

Professor Hays has been giving a 
course of lectures dealing in the 
history of the home and its develop 
ment “American architecture is 
individual,” he said “Economic 
conditions require the saving of 
time, and hygiene teaches the neces- 
sity of fresh air As a result we 
have in America two features which
